“In later years | came to Honey.Grove School. | was so big 
when | came that | made the football team the first season. 
And | was a star player and | liked it: You could get a girl 
easy that way. We used to play Paris, Bonham, Sherman, De- 
nison and McKinney and we were hardly ever defeated. 

“There were five in my family, three girls and two boys. 
My mother and father made us get up and go to church ev- 
ery Sunday. We didn't get up and discuss where we were go- 
ing, we knew where we were going. That was our life in Dial 
community: our church and our school. We would have get- 
togethers back in those days when we would have box- 
suppers. In the wintertime on holidays like Christmas, we 
would have parties, play games, square dance and there 
would be 100 kids there. One thing used to happen, we told 
ghost stories to entertain the kids or scare them. | had just 
begun to try to court a little ol’ girl out there at Dial and so 
we went 19 one of those parties, The pecple who owned the 
home got to telling ghost stories about when they lived back 
in North Carolina, They were telling us about the graveyard 
that when they would pass it, they would see a man get up 
out of a grave with no head. They had rail fences in those 
days and as they would walk along the road, the man would 
walk along the fence, with no head and carrying one of those 
rails on his shoulders. Then he would just disappear and go 
back to the cemetery. They would just keep on telling these 
stories and | had to take this girl home. She lived south of 
Dial and | lived north of Dial so | had to go right by the Dial 
cemetery. | held myself back (I lived a mile north of the cem- 
etery) and | didn't start running until | got to the graveyard 
and when | looked up there at that cemetery — Lord — 
there wasn't a dog one that could have caught me a runnin’. 
When | got home and fell in the door, Moma thought | had 
killed myself.

JOHN OSCAR BABERS 


John Oscar born on August 21, 1893 was the third child 
of John William and Mollie Babers.and was their first to be 
born in Texas. He was raised near Gober. At the age of 22 he 
married Matry Pike while her father was pastor of the Ar- 
ledge Ridge Baptist Church. She also was the third child in 
her family and was born on March 31, 1895 in Adair County, 
Kentucky. They were married in January 1917 at Clutter 
near the Hail community by the. Rev. Franklin Stroud, a 
Methodist minister, while they were sitting in their buggy. 
Their attendants were her brother Hobart and Hattie Stroud. 

Oscar and Matry bought a farm near Gober when their old- 
est daughter Mary Frances was born on February 1, 1918. 
They were in the process of selling this farm to move south. 
west of Bonham when she died December 30, 1918. She 
was buried at Moore Chapel Cemetery. Their next child Mi- 
riam Flora was born on this farm June 1, 1919, After living 


. there about three years they sold and bought a farm a half 


mile north of Gober near his parents. Their other three: 
daughters were born here: Mamie Lee, Reba Fae and Treva 
O'Nell. ; 

Oscar was a good farmer and a ‘deacon in the Baptist 
Church. They always invited visiting pastors of the church to 
spend the weekend or at least have Sunday dinner with 
them. He was the first in the community to buy a 1936 Far- 
mail with “road hi" tires complete with equipment. Since in 
those days the road to the farm was a black mud road, on 
rainy days Daddy would have to take us girls to school on a 
horse we called ‘Old Dan’'. Daddy would stay in Gober all

Lucy Sarena Lorena Annetta Stevens, ninth and youngest child

Isaac D. Arledge, son of Isaac Arledge and Rachel Harington, was born 
in South Carolina on November 7, 1819 and died in Hattiesburg, Miss. on 
November 3 1910. His wife Eliza B. Eddins Arledge was born in Alabama on March 
29, 1829 and died in Hattiesburg, Miss. on October 19, 1911. Both are buried 
in Oakland Cemetery on Hardy Street in Hattiesburg, Mississippi. 


Eliza was the daughter of Willian R. Eddins and Nancy Manning. William 
was born in 1792 in South Carolina and died near Pine Apple, Alabama, Wilcox Co. 
on April 5, 1878. He was of Dutch-Irish decent and lived to be 84 years old. 
Nancy was of English-French decent. . She died in 1840 in Alabama at the age of 
35 years. William and Naney childern were: Eliza, William, John, Hassalgal, 
and Elizabeth. Elizabeth married a Beard, 


Isaac D. Arledge married Eliza B. Eddins in 1846 in Alabama. He lived 
for a number of years in the Vicinity of Pine Apple, Alabama, Wilcox Co. where 
their first six children were born. Between the years of 1859 and 1861,Isaae 
and his family migrated to Jasper Co. Mississippi. There he settled on land, 
known as the Kelly Hill,located in Sec's 20, 21, & 28, T-2N, R-13E between 
Vossburg and Paulding, Mississippi. In 1908 he moved to Hattiesburg, Mississippi 
where he died in 1910, 


FAMILY LEGEND 


According to family legend, Isaac's migration to Jasper Co., Mississippi 
was largely due to a large fresh water spring. His brother, John H, Arledge 
and his family had settled in Jasper Co. on land obtained by a U. S. Land Grant 
located in Sec 20, T-2N, R-13E prior to Isaac's: migration. On John's land 
there was a lerge fresh water spring from which flowed large quantity of 
ice-cold,high quality water. Isaac saw this spring on a visit to his brother 
John's home and was very impressed by the quantity, quality and icescold- 
temperature of the water. After Isaac's return to his home in Alabama, he 
became very ill with typhoid fever. During the feverish delirium of his 
illness, he could think of nothing but drinking the ice-cold water from 
the spring on his brother John's land in Jasper Co. Mississippi. When he was 
sufficiently recovered from his bout with typhoid fever, he moved his family 
to Jasper Co, Mississippi and settled on land adjacent to his brother Johm. 


Isaac D. and Eliza issued thirteen (13) children, Six (6) of whom 
were born in Wilcox Co., Alabama in the vicinity of Pine Apple and seven (7) 
in Jasper Co. Mississippi in the vicinity of Paulding, Mississippi.
